Referring to the address of Hon. J. 
Campbell Cantrill here last Monday in 
which he charged that Judge Robert 
L. Stout had discritr.inated against 

other c- juntics in this district rei?ard- 
such rases heri', Jud.^e l{r;b..'ft I.. 
Slciut at the convenint; ui thu iviarch 
ct'Uit yesterday morning instructed 
the grand jury to inve3ti«:ato i':e 
charj?es of M.T. Cantrill that fiaiids 
had bsen perpetrated in this couniy, 
and Cantnll will in al! rio' ability he 
summoned to appear betore the iJour- 
hon grand jary when tbn inv€ttigatiun 
be^fin?. 

Judj^'e Stout convened court yester- 
day morning at 10 o'clock arriving 
here from Versailles and following 
the huur for motion, embodied the 
above in his charge to the jury. 

By reason of his being detained in 
the Federal Court at Frankfort Col. 
R. li. Franklin was absenl and the 
Commonwealth will be represented by 
County Attorney George Batterton 
during his absence. Sheriff A. S. 
Thompson and his deputies, W. F. 
Talbott, J. O. Marshall and Ernest 
Martin were admiaistered the oath. 

The eall froiv Uie panel for service 
on the grand jury resulted in the 
selection of W. E. CouIc,B. P. Adeoek, 
Clarence Kenney, B. H. Blaice. W. E. 
Board. E. E. Wood. Wil Endicott. 
Benj. Sledd, Clarence Wright. J. T. 
J udy. Lee Cravens and R. L. Wilson. 
Clarence Kenney was designated as 
foreman of the body. 

Judge Stout in his charge to the jury 
referred to the violations of the law 
in this somuiUnity. as being reduced 
to a minimum due in a great measure 
to the efficiency of previous grand 
juries. The county of Bourbon, he 
said, was well known for the good 
order and observance of the law. which 
prevailed, but withal there were 
criminals within the confines of the 
county and that there were a number 
of cases which would be called to their 
notice. 

He urged the grand jury to act 
speedily with the lawless element, 
fairly and impartially that justice 
should take its course. He called the 
attention oC the jury to the fact that 
misdemeanors often lead to crimps cf 
a more serious nature, and if the 
grand juries would exercise searching 
investigations and bring the minor 
offenders to justice, it would have the 
effect of lessening the more serious 
offenses. 

Judge Stout referred to the viola- 
tions of the liquur laws and stated to 
the jury that any Infraction of the 
law governing the sale of liquor 
brought to their notice should be 
rigidly investigated and that a rumor 
had heen brought to his attention of a 
uonditioo of this character existing in 
Milleraborg. where local option is in 
effect. He called attention to the vio- 
lations of the gaming laws and the 
offense of carrying concealed wealpons. 

In the course of his charges to the 
grand jury Judge Stout stated that the 
fact had been called to his attention 
through the press of a condition which 
was said to have existed in Bourbon 
county regarding the alleged infrac- 
tions of election laws, which was 
brought out in a speech delivered in 
the court house Monday cf last week 
by J. Campball Cantrill, of Scott in 
which it was stated that the court had 
insisted upon the investigation of elec- 
tion frauds in the counties under the 
jurisdiction of Judge Stout other than 
Bourbon,' whch had been overlooked. 
Judge Stout said that if such condition

'Protection" the Chiidrea. 



Nothing in the history cf American 
tarifT making hzz fo thorougiily 
demonstrated the fallacy of the high 
protection principle as the testimony 
of the Lawrence, Mas«., mill strikers. 

In the same room where Carnegie 
and Schwab told how they had jasgled 
ifiillions, the Rules committee of the 
House heard fathers, mothers and 
children tell how v;hole families were 
forced to live on $5 and $6 a week paid 
by the highly protected Wcolen Trust. 
The witnesses told how they were 
forced to worli ten hours a day ; how 
they had to use a sort of molasses" £s 
a substitute for butter ; how children 
had to go into tbe mills at an early 
stage in order to keep the family from 
actual starvation, and how the con- 
stant demand of the mill owners was 
for more and bmk QMed and Ism and 
leas pay. 

In tbe onrnmittee room sat Sume of 
tha Mil: jMhren. fM fimn tka mills. 

and a mere glance at them told more 
than spolcen or written volumes could 
tell. All had piadMd iMM. All wan 

poorly dressed, some of them having: 
only a cheap sweater in lieu of a coat 
or overcoat. Most of them had dull 
expressionless faces, in which *here 
was no trace of color or animation. 
All of them, moreover, were more or 
lau daaf, because of tbair work amid 
tbe fearfol clatter of the mill machin- 
ery, so that at times the committee 
members almost had to shoot to make 
t hc mn e l ve s heard. All the ehilrden 
looked worn and old, as though they 
had been speeded up beyond tike limit 
of andaraaaa. 

These chiMwa revealed, as nothing 
else could MYaal. that both they and 
tba Ameiteaa''pa0pla era baiar d ie a tad 
by Schedule K. They both stood as 
living prcof that the manufacturers, 
after once getting the privilege of 
levying a heavy tax on woolen goods, 
are not willing to [divide their enor- 
mous protfis with the workers in the 
woolen industry. Under Schedule K 
the people are being tariff taxed for 
the sole benefit of a few millionaire 
woolen trust magaatai, ;and not for 
the benefit «f the workers ia the wool- 
en industry. 

Now that you know the truth Mr. 
and Mrs. Reader what are you [going 
to do about it. If you do not Know just 
what action to' take to make your feel- 
ing in the matter liTective, here is a 
suggestion : You can vote and work 
against the party that framed Sched- 
ule K, and for the party that stands 
pledged to reduce the tariff on wool- 
cat ataaott one half. 



Our poor old calendar, which has 
served its purpose for nearly 2.000 
years, with some slight modifications, 
contnucs to be altogsther uasatisfae* 
t iry to some learned mfan. 

The demand for a change is neither 
widespread nor luaty. Evtn if the 
calendar leaves much to be desired, 
civilization as a whole is qiate willing 
ta put up with its defects rather than 
li&k the confusion and chaos that 
would certainly come with any atler- 
aticn. But these practical considera- 
tions do not influence everybody, or 
otberwiia thara [would be on feat at 
the present time a movement to amend 
the accepted method of reckoning the 
months and days of tba year. 

There have been many suggestions 
as to tbe nature of tbe contemplated 
reform, the reformers themselves be- 
ing by no maaas agraed as to what 
plaa should be followed. The most 
acceptable suggestion seems. to be that 
of adding another month, redistribut- 
ing the days of the present aionth. so 
that each month should contain exact- 
ly twenty-eight days, and then provid- 
ing aa aaaaal *'aa day" and a qnad- 
raaaial "leap day" in order that the 
reformed calendar would keep pace 
with tha san. 

Advantages may be seen in these 
proposals, but they will be more ap- 
paraat ta tba (tbaoriat than la tha 
practical man. Those who advocate 
setting forward the clocks ^in summer 
so as ta gain moia daylight for play- 
time may perhaps be won over by the 
arguments of the calendar reformers. 
But oa this proposition the average 
peraoaisa 'standpatter." quite con- 
tent to let well enoogh alone.

the race. 

By this action of the court the pri- 
mary for March 16 is called off. and 
Canrill will go on the ballot as the 
Democratic mnninee. 

Judge Nunn wrote the following 
brief opinion : 

"The moat of the questions raised on 
this motion are merely political, and 
this court has no jarsidietion af them. 
The atatate. Section 1G63. Ky. Stat- 
utea, reQuiriof tbf manben of the 
committea to taka tba oith does not 
have the effaet to re ade r their acts 
void. The motion to diasolve the in- 
junction is sustained. Chief Justice 
Hobson and Judges Carroll. Settle and 
Lsssing concur in this conclusion." 

The District Committee met immedi- 
ately following the decision in the 
office of Attorney General Garnett and 
declared Cantrill the nominee. 

Judge Sam M. Wilson, of Lexington, 
presented the case for the Schoberth 
side, and Judge O'Rear, of Frankfort, 
for CantriH.

That typhoid fever can be wiped out 
of this community by the use of the 
new vaccine recently employed with 
remarkable j*^ success in the United 
States Army, is the belief of the nsany 
prominent physicians of Far is. "It is 
now largely your own fault, " say these 
physicians, "if you aie of typhoid 
fever." 

In fart it became known yesterday 
through a local druggist that some of 
the anti-typhoid vaccine, as it [is call- 
ed, has alieady been received here, it 
being ordered from the National 
Vaccine and Antitoxin Institute of 
Washington. The vaccine, while it 
has produced results which compare 
favorably with smallpox vaccinatioi, 
is entirely different from smallpox 
vaccine, and tho manner of vaeeina- 
tirn is modi diffarent 

Tiie anti-typhoid vaccine which can 
only be administered by a regular 
practicing physician is given in three 
doses. • Unlike smallpox vaccine it 
does not produce a sore. It is intro- 
duced beneath the skin of the arm by 
means of a hollow needle. The quanti- 
j ty introduced is small and it produces 
' no more pain than a pin prick, l^'ol- 
j lowing each treatment there develops 
j a very slight fever, tl»e skin becomes 
I flushed about the point where the 
j vaccine was introduced. Sometimes 
! the patient complains cf headaclie. 
Many of those vshu have been vacci- 
nated explain their sympthoms after 
being treated as feeling like they had 
just taken a heavy cold. The vaccine 
is usually given at four o'clock in the 
afternoon, and such syiuptoms as de- 
velop usually pass oil" during the hours 
of sleep. Ordinarily the patient is 
ready for work the next day. 

Out of the thousanuds of vaccina- 
tions performed in the United States 
Army, there has not developed a single 
serious after effect. 

It seems a proven fact that this vac- 
cine does protect absolutely from 
typheid. In that portico of the Army 
vaceiaated last year there was report- 
ed only one eertain case of typhoid, 
five other very mildleaaes beiiis class- 
ed as doabtfojl. There were no deaths 
ffom these uises. Among the unvasci- 
nated troops daring the same period 
there were four hundred and eighteen 
cases and thirty-two deaths. 

A striking instance of the efficacy of 
the vaccine is shown by one company 
of engineers who attended the military 
maneuvers at Gettysburj?. Of the 
hundred and eighteen membera.ninety- 
two were vaccinated, two had previ- 
ously had typhoid, the other twenty- 
four were unprotected. Typhoid fever 
broke out in camp. Six of the twenty- 
four who were not vaccinated develop- 
ed the fever, not one cf tlie others was 
affected. 

During the recent mobilization of 
iroops along the Mexican border all 
soldiers were given the new vaccine. 
There developed but one case of 
typhoid— a recruit who had not yet 
been vaccinated. It is claimed that 
this was the first military camp in the 
history of the world to escape this 
scourge. During the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war there were over twenty 
thousand cases in ao army of only one 
hundred and seven thousand men. 

Bat the iotenttiag part is not only 
in tke resolts prodoced, bat the won- 
derfiri manwer in which the vaeeioe 
aeeoraplishes its purpose. It has long 
been known to all that we have cer- 
tain germ diseases such as smallpox, 
measles, scarlet fever, etc., but once. 
But it has only been in recent years 
that scientists have begun tu under- 
stand the why of this> phenomenon. 

It seems that nature has the wonder- 
ful facility of producing for every 
germ introduced into the body several 
kinds of protective substances, which 
when developed rob the germs of their 
power and make them e^sy victims of 
the millions of little white blood 
corpuBclas which eagerly gather them 
up and carry them out from the body, 
^or each specific germ there are 
specific protective substances which 
act against this particular germ, but 
have no effect on other bacteria. 

When one develops a disease a great 
battle begins raging w ithin the body, 
and millions and mililons of germs at- 
tack the system which in turn is de- 
fended by the white blood corpuscles 
or phOAgotyes. aided by the protective 
subtsances which are developed for 
the purpose uf rendering tlie germs 
hormleM and OMkigg them easy prey 
for tiie white blood earpoesies* and for 
nentralizittg the peisoos or toxins 
which are thrown off by tiM growing 
microbes. And so tlie battle con- 
tinues ; if enoagh of these protective 
s'jbtsances are deteloped in time the 
germs are overcome, their poisons are 
neutralized and the patient recovers. 
If the germs themselves develop more 
rapidly than nature produces the pro- 
tective substances the patient dies. 
But once a patient has recovered from 
one of these germ diseases there re- 
mains always in blood enough of these 
prutective substapces to render him 
free from fotoro attacks of the same 
germ. 

In typhoid fever two of these pro- 
tective substances are now recognized 
under the name of agglutinus and 
poisons. The ag^rlutinus once brought 
into contact with the typhoid germs 
paralyze them and destroy all their 
movements. ^ The poisons in some man- 
ner not entirely understood so prepare 
the microbes that they can be taken 
mure rapidly by the white blood cells. 

These things have been proven by 
careful microscopic tests. The first 
process is called by physicians the 
Widal test, being named after its dis- 
coverer. This lest consists of takmg a 
small portion of th6 patient's blood 
and a live culture of typhoid germs. 
The two are thoroughly mixed in a 
test tube and allowed to stand. After 
a short space of time they are examin- 
'ed ander the microscope. With the 
ordinary individual the tyohoid germs 
"Will be rendered motionless by the 
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Tiandtrs "20" thru Speed Delimf Car.

ing apparently dead and drawn into 
tight clump?. But dilute ^the blood 
serum with twenty parts of water and 
the bacteria continue to move about 
freely ani with full vigor. On the 
other hand, test the blood of a patiint 
with typhoid fever, : or one who has 
recovered from typhoid fe/er, and his 
blood serum, though diluted many 
hundreds of times, will contam enough 
of the aggiutiniis to paralyze the 
movement of the bacteria at once. 

In the same way can the presence of 
poisins be demonstrated. Though [in 
this instance the phenomenon consists 
of having tho white blood cells take 
op the typhoid germa when mixed 
with the blood aeruin of tho patient. 
This if known by phf oieinno ns tnking 
the poionic index. 

Bat not only by having ^typhoid can 
a person develop these protective sub- 
stances in their blood. It has been 
found that in some diseases the inject- 
ing of the dead germs themselves 
while not prodening Um disease, does 
eaoao mtOM to dovolop in the blood 
these proteetiss ■nbatiiriie This is 
especially tmo in typhoid, fever. 
Hence the employment of tpjtioid vac- 
cine which 18 prepared fran killed 
typhoid bacteria. 

Major F. F. Russell of the United 
States Army who more than any other 
man in the United States is respons- 
ible for the development of anti- 
typhoid vaccine, has found that 
agglutinins are often present in the 
blood serum is diluted twenty thous- 
and times, and that opsonins are pres- 
ent an*^ act upon the typhoid bacteria 
when the patient'a bleed if dilnted six 
thousand times. 

Dr. J. R. Stewart, Director of the 
National Vaccine and Antitoxin Insti- 
tute, has corroborated Major Russell's 
findings in examining (the blood , of 
many individuals at Washington out- 
side the military service who have 
been vaccinated against the disease. 

It now seems certain that typhoid 
fever will soon be as rare as smallpox. 
Many physicians believe that the vac 
cine will also prove a valuable cure 
for typhoid fever after it has de- 
veloped. But the^treatment is too new 
yet to speak of in that light As a 
protection it is almost certain, and it 
offers « field for the development of 
othre vaccines equally as gosd. 

Already the Russian Government 
has begun experimentirg with a vac- 
cine for the prevention of scarlet 
fever among seliool cbiMlren, and the 
results obtained there are equally as 
good as thcwe obtained in America 
against typhoid.

Sheep, while generally hardy and 
robust, are extremely susceptible to 
attacks of disease which, although not 
always fatal, wear on the constitution 
and ultimately impair the usefulness 
of animals afflicted. 

While there may be no greater nu- 
trition in a certain feed added to a 
dairy cow's ration than in the food 
she has been accustomed to, still, it 
is a fact that a new food adds to the 
palatahilityt of the ration which Is 
nearly always healthfnl. 

Some dairymen believe that if the 
feed of their cows is changed it will 
have a bad effect upon the milk flow, 
but repieated scientific experiments 
show that ehanglttg from one feed to 
another, and frequent additions to the 
regular feed helps (he milk flow.

A dog's life was sacrificed at the 
Coates House in Kansas City to show 
Kansas City surgeons and nearly a 
haadrad others that heart surgery— 
the sewing ap of stab wounds and the 
removal of bullete— Is poesible. Those 
present predicted after the demonstra- 
tion that such practice would be com- 
mon among surgeons within five years. 

After more than thirty years of 
work, during the entire period with- 
'standing the bitter attache of the anti- 
vivisectionists. Dr. F. Merlll RIcketts. 
of Cincinnati, and the other pioneers 
in the field, have perfected a system of 
administering anesthetica ttat makes 
heart aurgery possible. 

Dr. RIcketts, who gave the dem- 
onstration before the Western Surgical 
association, made his first experiment 
In 1874. Since then doctors connected 
with the Rockefeller Institute in New 
York have pushed the investigation 
also. Hundreds of animals have been 
sacrificed In the work, but stace the 
experimental stage was passed the 
lives of 74 persons already have been 
saved, and yet only two or three sur- 
geons in the United States have learn- 
ed the operation. 

IVmnerly the lungs of persons uiider 
an anesthetic collapsed, causing death, 
when the chest was opened by a sur- 
geon. The apparatus used by Dr. RIck- 
etts, consisting of little besides a bel- 
lows and a rubber tube, keeps the 
lungs Inflated during the operation. 

The anesthetic is administered in air 
forced into the lungs by the bellows 
used to keep up artificial respiration. 
The wonder of the method is to a 
great extent in Its simplicity. Dr. 
RIcketts in 20 minutes was able to 
demonstrate to the eagM" aarfeoas the 
entire process of operatioa oa the 
heart, the lungs and the other bron- 
chial components. 

*This development in surgery has 
paased the experimental stage." Dr. 
Ricketts said. ''Already 178 opera- 
tions on the heart hafo boos pe^ 
formed, and of these 74 were saeoeoa 
ful, the patients recovering. This is 
a wonderful percentage, considering 
that death was certain otherwise in

A few sweet apples or lumps of su- 
gar is likely to prove much more ef- 
fective than a whip in securing 
obedience from an Intelligent, spirited 
highly bred colt, or even a matora ani- 
mal of the horse kind. 

Preventive measures in warding off 
sheep troubles not only eliminate 
tedious treatment, but sustain the 
physical state of the animals In the 
most natural and deslr^le ccmdltlon 
for breeding, purposes.
